OF HOOKER DEATH 


Letter Reveals That Rich Chi- 
cago Manufacturer Had 
Planned Suicide. 


ENDED OWN LIFE IN 1907. 


After remaining a baffling mystery for five 
years, the cause of the death of H. M. 
Hooker, a well to do Chicago manufacturer, 
has just been distovered as the difect result 
of his widow's préparationé for a second 
marriage. 
In November, 1907, the body of an uniderti- 
fed man was discovered tying in @ ditch near 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
tracks two miles from Geneva. There were 
two bullet wounds through the head Beside 
the body was a pistol to which was attached a 
Maxim silencer. Two of the chambers of 
the revolver were empty. The body wae 
that of a man apparently 40 years of age. 


* 


There was nothing on the body to identify 
t except two empty envelopes. Both of 
these bore the name H. M. Hooker. 


Body Buried in Potter’s Field. 

The Kane county atithofities began an in- 
vestigation and came to the conclusion the 
man had been robbed and murdered. Efforts 
to locate any felatives proved ineffectual. 
The body is said to have been buried in the 
potter’s field. 

Some time after this Mrs. H. M. Hooker, 
whose husband started for Kansas City.on a 
business trip, became alarmed because he did 


an attorney with offices in the Ashland block, 
to make an investigation. 

Hoegstedt discovered the case of the man 
found dead at Geneva. The facts were pre- 
sented to Mrs. Hooker and convinced her the 
dead man was her husband. The body, how- 
ever, is said not to have been disinterred. 

Hoegstedt and Mrs. Hooker also came to 
the conclusion that Hooker hdd been mur- 
dered. Their opinion was based on the condi- 
tions surrounding the body at the time it was 
found and the additional fact that a large 
sum of money he was known to have pos- 
sessed at the time he left Chitago Was miss- 
ing. Apparently, however, nothing was done 
in the way of attempting to run dow the 
murderer. The matter Was dropped and 
eventually almost forgotten. 


Widow Finds Clew to Box. 

Some time after this Mrs. Hodker moved 
from Chicago. She recently became engaged 
to a Chicago man. Preparations are said to 
pe going forward for the wedding. It was in 
the coufse of these preparations that Mrs. 
Hooker ran across some old papers belonging 
to her husband. Among them was the re-

They disclose 
also that Hooker had made arrangements 
to pay this debt and that he had deposited 
the money in a Kansas City bank. The 
bankbook was taken to the institution by 
which it had been iseued and the money was 
found credited to him there, 

Mre. Hocker then recalled that shortly 
before his death her husband had evinced

PUPILS APPROVED 


Board Votes Training of Pupils 
in Farming, Botany, and 
Truck Gardening 


CITY SITE AVAILABLE. 


The school management committee of the 
board of education yesterday approved the 
recommendation of Supt. Bile Flagg Young 
that steps be taken to establish an agricul- 
tural school on the west side. The reeom- 
mendation will come up at the meeting of the 
board next Wednesday for final action. 

Mrs. Young’s report foHowed the action ot 
the board In instructing her to ascertain if 
there exists a real demand for an agricultur- 
al school in the city and to report her find- 
ings to the school management committee. 
The movement for a school was started by 
Trustee James B. Dibelka. 


Favors Agricultural School. 

Mrs. Young recommended that steps be 
taken Imamed lately looking toward the estab- 
lishment of an agricultural school on the 
site bounded by the Baltimore and Ohio and 
Great Western railroad tracks on the north, 
Férty-eighth avenue on the east, Twelfth 
street on the south and Central avenue on 
the west; that in so doing a committee visit 
a few successful schools already established 
elsewhere; that in planning the grounds spe- 
cial attention be given to a botanical garden, 
a nursery for trees and shrubs and a truck 
garden; that Chicago Teachers college, high 
schools, and elementary schools be supplied 
with material for instruction in botany and 
for improvement of their grounds from the 
gardens and the nuréery.” 


Sees Help for Weak Children. 

“One feature that I did not include in 
my report,” Mrs. Young told the committee, 
is the benefit that such a school probably 
will be for anwmiec children and those With 
tendencies toward weak lungs. It will ac- 
custom them to outdoor work, and they will 
be able to support themselves by work 
which tends to strengthen the pulmonary 
organs rather than by the inside work that 
has the opposite tendency.’ 

An ot the fraternity trouble at the 
Hyde Park High school came when two fra- 
ternity members, Edward O. and Robert J.

LUCILE CAMERON BEFORE JURORS 


Jack Johnson, negro pugilist, yesterday 
wes indicted by the federal grand jury on a 
charge of violating the Mann ect against 
traffickiig in women. The true bill wae re- 
turned before Federal Judge Renew M. 


| Landis, who immediately issued a bench | 


werrant for the negro’s arrest. 

After a spectacular chase by federal agents, 
deputy marshals, and the police, Johnson 
was arrested and taken to the Federal build- 
Inge to arrange for his release on « $60,000 
bond fixed by the judge. * 

At firet it was planned to take the negre 
pugilist to the county jall. Against his tear- 
ful protest he was handcuffed to Deputy 
Marshal Edward Northrup, who started with 
his prisoner down the elevator in the Federal 
building. 

The negro, however, sobbed and pleaded 


to be given a chance to get ball, and another 


opportunity was given him by Assistant Die- 
trict Attorney Harry Parkin. Late in the 
evening Johnson's mother signed his bond 
and he wag released. He must appear tn 
court today to have the bond formally ap- 
proved n 
Involves Another White Woman. 

The indictment contains four counts. Spe 
cifically the negro is charged with bringing 
Belle Schreiber, a white woman, from Pitte- 
burgh te Chicago over the Fort Wayne rail- 
road on Aug. 10, 1910. The indi t charges 
that he brought the woman to Chicago for 
immoral purposes. 4 

Evidence was presented to the grand fury, 
it was said, showing the pugilist posed as the 
Schreiber woman’s husband and that she was 
known as Mrs. J. Johnson.“ 

A large number of witnesses testified before 
the grand jury during theday. Among them 
were Lucile Cameron, the 19 year old white 
girl Johnson ie charged with abducting, and 
her mother, Mrs. F. Cameron-Falconet of 
Minneapolis, whose effort to save her daugh- 
ter from the negro’s clutches resulted tu 
bringing the pugilist’s alleged relations with 
other white women to the attention of the 
federal authorities. 


Camefon Girl Still Held. 

The Cameron girl was taken back to the, 
Winnebago county jail at Rockford, where 
she has been held during the last two weeks 
in default of a $25,000 bond as a witness in 
the other case against Johnson. Her mother, 
who has remained with her and slept with 
her in her cell, was anxious to obtain the 
girls release. The judge, fearing the young 
woman might leave town and possibly mar- 
fy the negro pugilist, refused to reduce her 
bond or release her on her own recognizance. 

The mother became hy#terical and wept 
when she learned her daughter had to go 
back to jaih . 

Most of the evidence on which the indict- 
ment, against Johnson is based was obtained, 
it was said, from the Schreiber woman, who 
was taken secretly before the Inqtiisitorial 
body. She remained under examination 
until a short time before the indictment Was 
voted late in the afternoon. She is held 
under surveillance by the government gu- 
thorities. 

The Schreibe woman is aid once to have 
been an immate of the Everieigh club, but 
later went to Pittsburgh. It is charged she 
was induced to return to Chicago by the 
negro pugilist. 


Johnson Arrested at Hotel. 

Johnson was arrested shortly after 7 o'clocig 
in a suite of rooms at the Hotel Vendome, 
State and Twenty-fifth streets. He had ar. 
ranged to spend the night there and had in- 
stalled a telephone for quick communica- 
tion with friends. 

Special Agent B. J. Meyer of the depart. 
ment of pftice with several deputy marsha is 
started a search fer him at 8 o'clock in the 
afternoon. They found his Café de Champion 
barred and guarded by a number of negroes. 
They also found bis mother’s residence at 
8344 Wabash avenue guarded. J 

The pugilist was arrested by Meyer ana 
Detectives Reynolds, Dudiey, Gallagher, and 


arriving at the hotel the police found 
Johnson's rooms guarded by four men, who 
at first refused to allow the government 
officials to enter, but they forced their way 
in and served the warrant on Johneon. 

The pugilist pleaded for time and calleé 
up his attorney, Edwin Day, who later con- 
ferred with him at the federal building. 

At the federal building Johnson was taken 
to the office of Martin J. Lins, acting super- 
intendent of the bureau of investigation of 
the department of justice, where he was per- 
mitted to telephone for bondsmen. 


Pleads for a “Square Deal.” 

“I think you ought to give me a fair and 
square deal, said Johnson. Why didh't 
you arrest me earlier, so I could get a bonds- 
man? i can give 850,000 cash if necessary. 
I am easy to find.’ 

“ We'll give you a square deal, Jack, re- 
plied Mr. Parkin. ‘ You'll get all the chance 
you are entitled to. No more and no less— 
just the same as anybody eise.“ 

After waiting more than an hour, the pugi- 
list was told he would have to go to all. He 
was then taken into Mr. Lins’ private office 
and Deputy Marshal Northrup produced 4 
pair of handcuffs. 

„Hold out your right arm,” the deputy 
marshal commanded.

At the sight of the handcuffs Johnson edged

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nervously in his chair. Northrup attempted 
to, snap the handcuffs on the negro’s wrist, 
but they were too small.

wrist, tears streamed from Johnson's eyes.

Prepared to Push Case. 

The government, is preparing to push the 
case against the negro champion. District 
Attorney Wilkerson, with Mr. Parkin, spent 
most of the day tn the grand jury room exam- 
ining witnesées. Mr. Wilkerson said Johnson 
probably will be arraigned some time next 
week and not later than within ten days. 

A tragic incident of the Johnson case oc- 
curred during the day when the Cameron 
girl's mother received a letter from her hus- 
band in Minneapolis demanding that she re- 
nounce and disown Lucile. 

The mother ‘telegraphed back that she 
would rather renounce her husband than her 
- Wayward daughter. With tears streaming 
down her face she told her attorney, Charles 


Erbstein, that she will stick to the girl | 


through thick and thin and that she is de- 
termined to save her from the negro.

Dameron Girl Before Court. 

‘ After testifying before the grand jury the 
two women were taken into the office of 
United States Commissioner Buell to ar- 
range for a bond for Lueile. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Parkin agreed to reduce the 
girl's bond from $26,000 to $15,000 and permit 
her release, and a motion to this effect was 
made before Judge Landis. 

{After entering an order for a reduction of 
tlie bond, however the judge called Attorney 
Efbstein into conference in his chambers 
aud inquired as to the possibility of the gir!

Johnson also was made defendant in a suit 
started in the Municipal court by Oppen- 
heim, Collins & Co., a New York clothing 
firm. It is for the recovery of a debt con- 
tracted by the late Mrs. Johnson last Febru- 
ary and is for $417. This represents two 
suits, one scarf, one muff, and other articles. 


Negré Followed by Valet. 

When Johnson was taken to the federal 
building he was followed by his English 
valet, Joseph Levy, who demanded to talk 
with the negro. 
“TI want to see him because J has 

$25,000 worth of diamonds and jewelry on him 
and ff he is going to jail, I want to keep it for 
him,” he pleaded., 1 , 

The federal officiale refused to allow Levy 
to speak to Johnson while the pugillst was 


in the custody of the deputy marshals. Levy 


was one of the witnesees before the grand 
jury. 

A telegram was sent by Mr. Lins to Stanly 
Finch, chief of the bureau of investigation 
of the department of justice at Washington, 
apprising him of Johnson's arrest on th 
Mann act charge. ; 


Seeks to Reopen Johnson’s Saloon. 
The plan of the brewery owning Johnson's 


saloon to reopen it under new management 


now rests upon the approval of the police 
department. It has filed the application of 
F. E. Danielson; holder of one of its licenses, 
to transfer his permit to Johnson’s former 
address. 

The matter hae been referred to Capt. Max 
Nootbaar for a report upon the good mora) 
character of Danielson.

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QUITMAN ASSAILS 
MISS KATE ADAMS 


Segregationist Asserts Wom- 
an Reformer Sought Sal- 
ary from Him. 


BRINGS A PROMPT DENTAL. 


He Issues Statement Replying to 
Critics, but Withholds the 
Names of His Backers. 


Louis M. Quitman, secretary of the Chicago 
Protective League for Women, which is 
trying to convince the special council com- 
mittee on vice that Chicago should have a 
segregated district, issued a statement yes- 
terday in answer to Miss Kate Adams and 
the Rev. Dr. M. P. Boynton of the Lexing- 
ton Avenue Baptist church. 

Miss Adamsand Dr. Boynton had demanded 

Wednesday before the council commit- 
tee that Quitman tell who were the financial 
backers of his league. 

Quitman threatens in his statement to file 
a suit against Miss Adams in a day or two. 
He states that she asked him for a salaried 
position in the latter part of September, and 
thet Clifford G. Roe of the American Vig- 
ilance association repudiated her. He an- 
nounced that Dr. Boynton once praised a 
book which he wrote under the name of Rob- 
ert O. Harland. In his statement Quitman 
does not tell who his financial backers are. 


Miss Adams Contradicts Quitman. 
„Miss Adams said she had called on Quitman 
before she knew thoroughly what was the 
nature of his work and that she had offered to 
codperate with him, but that she never had 
mentioned salary. She declared she son 
found out her help was not wanted, as she 
was working for anti-segrégation. Mies 
Adams said that Attorney Roe telephoned 
her yesterday that heand his associates were 
ready to give her all the assistance they 
could. 

In his statement Quitman declares Miss 
Adams had said a woman had told her that 
he was in collugion with certain divekeepers. 
He adds that Miss Adams refused to give him 
the name of the woman because she did not 
believe the accusation. N 

Then he states Mise Adams publicly Apolo- 
gized to him in the council chambers one 
week ago. Quitman’s statement, with its 
odd grammar, follows in part: 

“ About the third week in September Miss 
Adams came to my office and applied for a 
position. She told me she was a segrega- 
tionist as a result of her experiences in the 
office of the chief of police. 


Says Miss Adams Wanted Pay. 

“IT asked her how much salary she expect- 
ed, and she replied: ‘Iam notin this work 
for my health. I think I am worth 388 a 
week. I have a speaking acquaintance with 
every woman on the line and can help you a 
great deal. They place more confidence in a 
woman than they do in a man.’ 

“I told Miss Adams I could not afford to 
pay her the price she asked, and she came 
down to $25, then $15, and finally to $12.50 a 
week. I said that on second thought I be- 
lieved what I needed was an Interpreter. 

* She left the office and the next I heard 
from her was the Sunday following Mr. Way- 
man's raids. She went into the Parting of 
the Ways home, next door to tny office, and 
telephoned to the City Press association that 
she was immediately able and willing to pro- 
vide and care for every woman Griven from 
the levee district. 

I told her that several had applied to and 
received assistance from me and that proba- 
bly fifty more would apply before a day or 
two. I told her I would send them to ber. 
She said I took her by surprise and that in 
reality she was not ready to care for any. A 
few days later I telephoned to her and told 
her I had some girls who needed assistance, 
and she hung up the receiver on me.”

MORE GRAFTING NEEDED. 


Readers of “Tribune” Send Written 
Offers to Hospital. 


About twenty persons, among them four 
women, presented themeelves yesterday at 
the Michael Reese hospital to sacrifice strips 
of skin for the benefit of Mrs. Sigud Benson 
of 4529 Ellis avenue, whose burns have kept 
her separated during more than e year from 
her two children. 

Apart from these callers, eeveral readers 
of THE TRIBUNE who had learned about the 
family’s predicament expressed by letter 
their willingness to contribute skin. A few 
of these be accepted, since after 
four hours yesterday a Small area 
still remains to be covered, after more than 
fifty square inches of skin has been grafted 
on the patient from aixteen volunteers 


Some Give for Third Time. 

Among those who gave skin were friends 
who for the third time submitted to the 
operation in Mrs, Benson'’# behalf. The four 
women were all married. One of them ex- 
plained: 

One of my sisters had died from burns 
like those on Mrs. Benson, and I would do 
a lot more than this to save anybody her 
tate. 

The husband, John W. Benson, contributed 
three time as much skin as anybody else. 

The volunteers were all able to leave the 

hospital on foot. One of the women fainted 
when her courage came to the first test, and 
she was passed. 
Dr. Emanuel Friend, who conducted the 
grafting operation with a staff of assistants, 
declared himself hopeful that after one more, 
but slight, transfer of skin Mrs. Benson 
would be able to leave the hospital. 


Burned by Stove Explosion. 

On July 16, 1911, Mrs. Benson was burned 
by the explosion of a gasoline stove that she 
was filling. Her 5 and 6 year old daughters 
since then have deen in danger of losing 
their mother. but by sheer determination she 
pulled through. Two previous attempts at 
grafting skin on her burned limbs were only 
partly successful. 


FIVE HUNDRED AND CREW 
; KEPT ON WRECK BY STORM. 


Four Hundred Passengers Taken Off 
Liner Royal George When Wind 
and Rain Stop Work of Rescue. 


QUEBEC, Nov. 7.—With 500 steerage pas- 
sengers and its crew still on board, the Cana- 
cian Northern steamer Royal George tonight 
remained fast where it went aground, one 
mile east of Point St. Lawrence, last night. 

A northeasterly gale, blowing fifty miles an 
hour, a high sea and heavy rain interrupted 
the work of traneferring the passengers to 
ships sent to the stranded steamer's as- 
sistance. . 

More than 400 passengers were teken off 
early today. ‘Steamship officials hope the 
rescue work can be resumed tomorrow.

Europe May Soon Hear of Fall of 
Constantinople Outposts, 
Says Correspondent.

‘LONDON, Nov. 8 3 a m.—Charies F.

spondente, has just reached Bucharest from 
Sofia. He telegraphs as follows: 

I have grounds for believing that Adrtan- 
ople has fallen, but the Bulgarians are con- 
ceiling the facts lest the powers, realizing 
that a decisive point has been reached in the 
war, should intervene before the capture of 
Constantinople. d 

“ Extraordinary endeavors have been made 

since nday to prevent the news from get- 
ting out. Nothing has been lesued officially 
at Sofla except banalities The censorship 
hee been extended to all letters. 
' “I understand that the Adrianople gar- 
rison was hopelessly encircled by steel and 
having failed in all the attempted sorties 
offered to surrender on Monday on condition 
that the garrison be allowed to march out 
with the prisoners of war. This was re- 
fused, and the bombardment continued. The 
entire garrison surrendered unconditionally 
on Tuesday. 


Constantinople Is the Goal. 
’“ Meanwhile, with the utmost energy and 
haste, an overwhelming force is being con- 
centrated with the object of destroying the 


last Turkish army and occupying Constant 


nople, so that intervention by the powers will 
follow. 

“Tt is am accomplished fact that the Bul- 
garians are determined to possess the capital. 
All the availeble troops are being rushed to 
the front from Macedonia, including the 
Servians. _ 

“The Bulgarian losses up to the present 
have been enormous. Trains throughout 
Bulgaria are filled with the least severely 
wounded, who are being sent to their homes. 
But all sacrifices will be repaid by the great 
final coup. 


Describes Battle at Tchatalja. 

VIENNA. Nov. 8 8 a. m.—Describing the 
attack of the Bulgarian army on the’Tcha- 
talja lines, the Reichpost’s correepondéni ar 
the front says: 

‘‘ Burope may expect the fall of the famous 
positions guarding Constantinople at any 
moment. 

“The Turks had taken up a strong in- 
trenched position on both sides of Tcher- 
kesskeui, in order to cover the retirement 
behind the Techatalja fortifications. The 
series of fights for these positions lasted all 
‘through Sunday, Monday, and Tuesday. ° 

‘The Turks fought under the command 
of Nazim Pasha with far greater tenacity 
than had been expected after their precipi- 
tate retreat in the last battle. 

When the pressure of the flanking move- 
ment by e column of the first Bulgarien army 
coming from the south began to make itself 
felt the Turke made a desperate forward 
movement with a, strong force from Ka- 
vakii and Bunar against Uzun Haji in order 
to break through the Bulgarian center. This 
attack, however, completely collapsed under 
the fire of the Bulgarian infantry and artil- 
lery. 


Convert Attack Into Disaster. 

** Simultaneously the third Bulgarian army 
advanced from Baume, west of Istrandia, for 
a decisive attack against the Turks’ right 
center, which was lined up to the north of 
Yenekeul, and threw it back on Tcherkess- 


Keul. 


This movement converted the failure of 
the Turkish attack on Usun Haji into com- 
plete disaster. The divisions pushed forward 
in this quarter were almost annihilated, and 
it is to this disastrous episode that a consid- 
erable part of the awful losses the Turks suf- 
fered may be attributed. 

The direct consequences of the overthrow 
of the Turkish right center was the imme- 
diate retirement of the whole southern Turk- 
ish battle front, which had been intrenched 
in a strong position. 7 


Begin Retreat on Tuesday. 

This retreat was begun in the forenoon of 
Tuesday. The army proceeded generally 
along the railway line im the direction of 
Binekli, while the extreme left wing retired 
by way of Kanta. 

“In a relentless manner the Bulgarian 
army, especially the southern flanking cok 
umn, pressed after the enemy and soon trans- 
formed the. retirement of the Turks from an 
orderly movement into a disordered flight. 

Nazim Pasha's attempt to arrest the 


Bulgarian pursuit by taking a rear guard po- 


sition at Siementi ended on the evening of 
Tuesday in a complete rout. 
“The last Turkish reserves who had been 
ved up to this point were unable to stand 
their ground, and the Turks fied in masses 
towards Tehatalja, pursued with the great- 
est insistence by the Bulgeriane.’’ 


Turks Surrender Prilip. 
BELGRADE, Nov. 7.—Official reports de- 
scribe the two days’ heavy fighting which 
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| preceded the surrender of Prilip, twenty miles 


to the northeast of Monastir. The Servians 
outnumbered the Turks, but owing to the 
nature of the ground were unable to use 
their artillery. . a , 

The Servians were not able to form in fight- 
ing line and were obliged to make big sacri- 
floes, taking one position after another at the 
point of the bayonet. The Turks held such 
strong positions that they should have been 
able to annihilate the storming parties. 

Only at the end of the second day did the 
Servian infantry succeed in driving the 
enemy from their stronghold and putting 
them to flight in the direction of Monastir. 
The Servian wounded numbered many more 
than the Turks.

The Servian American society of Chicago 
hes appointed a committee to collect 
for the Servian and Montenegrin Red .

UNDER SCRUTINY 


Judge Landis Orders an Ex- 
amination of William T. 
Kirby by Experts. 


$75,000 WAS WITHDRAWN? 


Charge Made That Money Was 
Taken from Bank Three 
Days Before Crash. 


Judge Kenesaw M. Landis yesterday or- 
dered that William T. Kirby, owner of the 
defunct Kirby Savings bank, be brought into 
the federal court for examination as to his 
sanity. The thinly vellaf! suggestion hac 
been made that Kirby was adjudged a lynatic 
and slipped into an asylum just before the 
crash of his bank—for a purpose. The idea 
muggested wae that as an insane man he 
might not be prosecuted for criminal acts 
such be disclosed. 

The direction of the court came after the 
charge had been made that $75,000 had been 
withdrawn from the bank three days before 
Kirby went out to his luxurious private 
asy lum. 

A motion to invalidatethe petition in bank- 
ruptcy and remove the receiver appointed, 
the Central Trust Company of Illinois., on the 
ground that fraud was practiced upon 
signers of the bankruptcy petition was over- 
ruled by the court. 

This phase of the case was brought out by 
a statement to the court by Attorney Michael 
Gesas, representing the Central Trust com- 


pany. 


Says $75,000 Was Withdrawn. 

“I will produce witnesses to show $75,000 
was withdrawn from Kirby’s bank during 
the three days prior to the time Kirby was 
adjudged insane, said he “A deposit of 
$10,000 also was withdrawn from the Slavic 
American bank.“ 

Attorney Gesas then stated that Thomas B. 
Lantry, counsel for the conservator, received 
a $500 retainer from Kirby after the latter 
had been adjudged insane in Judge Owens’ 
court. 

Did you accept a retainer from an in- 
sane man?” Judge Landis asked Attorney 
Lantry. 

Well, your honor, I went out to see him 
after he called me up. I had done some work 
for him prior to this matter and I knew him 
fairly well,“ Attorney Lantry replied. 


Judge Talks of Insanity. 

Well, but you certainly would not accept 
a fee from an insane man. Now, I know you 
too well for that. You certainly wouldn't 
and couldn't do such 4 thing as that,“ the 
court said. 

The taking of testimony was permitted by 
the court only for the purpose of determining 
the integrity of the oreditors’ petition. A 
number of witnesses testified that they never 
intended to sign a petition in bankruptcy, but 
believed they were sigining a paper “ that 
would help Mr. and Mrs. Kirby out of their 
troubles.’’ 

At the conclusion of the testimony Judge 
Landis said: ; 

“ Here I am asked to throw the property 
over to a member of Kirby’s family. I can'¢ 
do that. You’d have a hard job to show me 
I should do that. On the showing made here 
I can’t relinquish jurisdiction and throw the 
case out of court.

At the first meeting of the county board

| two, years, He had the board pass a resolu- 
tion to advertise for bids for nursing at the 
eounty hespital. This work has been done 
tor thirty-two years by the lilinois Training 
schoo! regardless of what administration is 
in power, The present contract expires 
en Dec. 2, 

„Therefore, reads the resoluton adopted 
by the board,. Be it resolved that the super- 
intendent of public service be instructed to 
advertise for bids for the employment and 
furnishing of such nurses and take such 
ether legal steps as are required by law.“ 

It is the opinion around the county bulld- 
ing that Mr. Bartsen is angry because a 
number of prominent women opposed his re- 
election, and is taking this means of show- 
ing his diapleasure. 

School Never in Politics, 

“The Ulinois Training school,” said Mrs. 
fra C. Wood, president of the organization, 
‘never haa taken any part in politics. My 
predecessors and I never have criticised any 
administration or persons connected with 
politics. We work earnestly and hard for 
the benefit of the sick and injured regardless 
of who are members of the county board, 
We have served one as loyally as another. 
We are not interested tn politics and never 
will be. Ne men are connected with the 
institution, and we have some of the best 
nurses in the country.” 

The Illinois is said, to be the largest train- 
ing school in the country except the one 
in connection with Bellevue hospital in New 
York City. It was started more than thirty- 
two years ago when it was impossible for 
the eounty officials to find trained nurses 
in the weet to care for the county's sick. 

Then the school supplied the hospital with 
four nurses. This last year it has supplied 
278 nurses and attendants, for which the 
county has paid $125,000. Through private 
gifte the school has acquired grounds and 
bulldings valued at $200,000. 


Expense in Excess of Revenue. 

The school hag repeatedly represented to 
the county board that ite expense is in excess 
of ts revenue from the county. The deficit 
is paid by private subscription. 80 far as 
could be learned yesterday, there is no other 
training schoo! where sufficient nurses could 
be obtained. 

The board heretofore has awarded the con- 
tract without asking for bids, one year after 
another. The only question arising from time 
to time has been the amount the county would 
pay for the services. 

The board declined to take any steps to- 
word completing the purchase of a branch 
hospital aite from the Pullman Land asso- 
clation. A bid for twenty acres at Ninety- 
fifth street and Michigan avenue wes ac- 
cepted by the board months ago. | 

A resolution presented yesterday ordering 
a warrant drawn in favor of the trustees of 
the land association in payment far the prop- 
erty was pigeonholed for a week.

Time on the Proposition.

“No announcement will have the least au- 
thority that is not made over my own sig- 
nature. These are matters which must be 
determined by deliberate counse! and not by 
gossip.” 

There is every reason to believe Mr. W- 
son has not discussed the framing of a cab- 
inet with anybody and will not make any

Took Stump for Candidate Whe De- 
feated Him at Primaries. 


Matthew J. Huss, 2048 Mohawk street, an 
attorney, who was struck by «a -Halsted 
street car at West Twenty-fifth street on 
Oct. 27 after leaving a political meeting, 
died early last evening at the Wesley hos- 
pital, 

Mr. Huss had been speaking at a political 
meeting in the interest of State’s Attorney 
Elect Maclay Hoyne, and.crossed the street 
to reach an automobile, which was to take 
him to his home. He failed to notice the 
car approaching, and was thrown to the 
pavement. His skull was fractured and his 
head, face, and body were cut and bruised. 
He Was taken to the People’s hospital, but 
later, at the request of his wife, was removed 
to the Wesley hospital. 


Lost Nomination; Aided Victor. 

At the recent primaries Mr. Huss was a 
candidate for the nomination for state’s at- 
torney on the Democratic ticket, but was 
defeated by Hoyne. He then began to cam- 
paign in the interests of Attorney Hoyne. 

A number of legal papers found in the vio- 
tim’s clothing for a time confused the hos- 
pital authorities as to his identity, but it was 
finally decided his name was Matthew J. 
Huss and Hs relatives were notified. When 
his wife reached the hospital she was un- 
able to identify him because of his bruised 
features, but on being shown the clothing 
recognized it as belonging to her husband. 


Well Known Among Germans. 

Attorney Huss was well known among Chi- 
cago’s German citizens and was vice presi- 
dent of the United Societies for Local Self- 
Government. He formerly was president of 
the Illinois branch of the Luxemburger 
bruderbund, a fraternal organization. An 
inquest will be held this morning.

Finds Alleged Trafficker in Women

Ernest Ricketts; wealthy real estate dealer 
of South Bend, Ind., was m Chicago yester- 
day seeking traces of his wife, Lillian Riek- 
etts, who was drugged ona Wabash train be- 
tween Fort Wayne and Maumee on Sept. 29.

STIRS AUSTRALIA 


Arbitration Act of New South 
Wales Highly Praised and 
Bitterly Denounced. 


DIVIDES VOTERS SHARPLY 


Nothing for Years Has So De- 
fined Line Between Em- 
ployer and Employe. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL, D. 
The New South Wales arbitration act of 
1912 held the center of the political stage in 
thig state for nearly 9 year, for it wes put 
before parliament early last year. No other 
measure during the last few years, with the 
peesible exception of the commonwealth 
referendum for extending the powers of the 
constitution, has received o much attention. 
For days end weeks the bill got news 
paper spage at the rate of columns a day. 
lt has been extolied to the akies; it hag been 
denounced by politicians, who found in it 
stirring texte for appeals to their consttt- 
uen to. 
very shade of opinion as to the merits of 
the bill has found its way into print. It hes 
made industria] strife in this state even more 
agute. Nothing that has happened for years 
hag so clearly defined the boundary jine be- 
tween employer and employé, between capi- 
tad and labor, and between the Labor party 
and the opposition. 
| ‘Briefly put, it is claimed that the proposed 
act legalizes strikes, kowtows to unionism, 
and places in the hands of the minister for 
labor power in the way of political 
Quite the contrary is true, says 
the government; the bill marks a new stage 
in the ent of industrial legislation. 
It holds out such inducements to labor that 


labor acquiesces and strikes must become a 
thing of the past, But let us follow the bill 
through the lower house in the hands of its 
author, the minister for labor.

4 Companies and Union Leaders 
Adjust That Phase of Dis- 
pute and Help Board. 


PEACE MUCH NEARER. 


All Questions, Except Wages, 
May Be Taken Out of Hands 
— 

A burden was lifted from the traction 
arbitration board yesterday when working 
conditions at issue between the surface rail- 
ways and their employés were adjusted at 
a conference in the office of President L. A. 
Busby of the Chicago City railway. 

This agreement leaves for arbitration the 
questions only of wages, extra compensation 
for night runs, fall backs, and a few minor 
points. : 

The. conference agreed in making their 
report this morning to the arbitration com- 
mission they will suggest that possibly all 
points ng to be arbitrated, with the 
exception | of wages, be settled ih similar 
conferences. 

Participating in the e were Mr 
Busby. President W. D. Mahon of the 
Amalgamated Association of treet and Elec- 


tric Railway Employees, and members of 
the local car men's joint committee. 


Concessions Made to Men, 

At the close of the conference it was said 
a number of concessions had been made to 
the men in working cohditions, but that it 
was found impossible to make radical 
changes in the existing schedules for hand- 
ling traffic in rush hours. | 
The company, it was said, invited sugges- 
tions from the men on possible plans for 
remedying the present condition, involving 
ee wing * 
to serve the public properly, it would be nec- 
essary for the employés to suffer some in- 
convenience. 

The arbitrators were pleased at the out- 
dome of the conference, as they frankly had 
admitted qn Monday the question of sched- 
ules was too deep for them and had sug- 
gested the plan of trying to arrive at an 
understanding by agreement instead. 

Adjustment of these working conditions, 
it was understood, materially. will shorten 
the arbitration proceeuings.

“As one of many endeavoring housewives 
in Chicago, I wish to protest against the in- 
justice done us in being blamed for the high 
cost of living. In my immediate neighborhood 
the women do their share. We cannot do our 
shopping personally, as more than one of us 
has three children under 6 years of age. We 
cannot leave them alone, or even take them 
with us, so, of course, we must use the tele- 
phone. We are thus at the mercy of the corner 
dealer; and he is a man. As for entertaining, 
bridge parties, matinées, and the like, we mere- 
ly read of them. 

“In my humble opinion, the high cost of 
living is of ouf own making. Flour and other 
staple foods are not high in price. Meat is 
not, either, if we try to buy wisely.

RCHESTRA HALL was filled last night on 
the occasion of the Chicago Singverein's 
first concert for the present season. This 
chorus, dedicated to the practice of Ger- 
man song in the German language, has 

justified itself. From the first it has been evi- 
dent that it profit# by the discipline of a con- 
duotor of wide experience and certain method. 
Its progress has been steady and its advance 
in the faver of the public has been accompanied 
by @ corresponding elevation of its artistic 
standards. 

Last night's program was devoted to a cap- 
pella numbers by Stange, Edwards, Mendels- 
sohn, Koschat, and Unger. 
made them serve as media for the display of 
the same admirable interpretative ideals that 
have been advanced in former seasons. He 
takes especial delight in the refinements of cho- 
ral to hough he has not neglected to culti- 
vate the solid, the vigdrous, and the massive, 
that usually characterize the German chorus; 
nor has he slighted the German talent for 
strong and emphatic hythms.

These qualities were gratefully evidenced in 
the chorus entitled “Die Sonne,” by C. G. Ed- 
wards, g member of the chorus. Mr. Edwards 
has displayed commendable musicianship and a 
familiarity with the choral idiom in this com- 
position, which is otherwise not remarkable for 
its qualities of originality or inspiration. Nev- 
ertheless, it ig an excellent study in choral ef- 
fects and jt found much favor with the audi- 
ence. Mr. Boeppler displayed his confidence ‘in 
his sopranos and tenars by pitching the first 
two choruses a semi-tone higher than written. 
One may add that his faith was not misplaced. 

Mme. Rappold seemed to be in poor voice. 
Throughout the first part of the evening che 
experienced difficulty in keeping up to the pitch 
and the voice at times assumed a certain hard- 
hess entirely. foreign ‘to its normally sympa- 
thetic timbre. Perhaps her best results were 
achieved,in the song Meine Liebe ist grün,“ by 
Brahms.

In the Fine Arts theater David Bispham, pre- 
senting a song recital in the English language, 
was likewise greeted by an audience that filled 
the auditorium. The dean of American: singers 
was in fine voice and mood and kept the atten- 
tion and interest of his listeners, frequently 
moving them to prolonged applause, despite the 
fact that he was obliged to compete with a 
strong Lake Michigan breeze which wandered in 
through the open doors and did its best to chill 
the ehthusiasm. 

However, a cold is a small price to pay for 
the privilege of hearing David Bispham at his 
best, and he ig always at his best when he sings 
English. It has become a matter of patriotic 
pride with Mr. Bispham to convince his country- 
men that the Dnglish language is as beautiful 
in song as any other. He brings to it a vocal 
method that has learned to accommodate itself 
to its rich variety of vowel sounds and that dis- 
covers no necessity for their distortion and per- 
version after the accepted manner. He brings to 
it, further, a crisp enunciation of consonants. 
Therefore, every word ig understood and every 
word seems beautiful.

For his interpretation of the group of songs 
by Mendelssohn, Cornelius, Verdi, and Gounod it 
is possible to express the liveliest admiration 
both as to vocal and interpretative values. His 
reading of “ The Raven,” by Poe, to the rather 
insipid incidental music of Arthur Bergh, was 
a powerful bit of histrionic technic and seemed 
to move his hearers profoundly. But the con- 
viction is unavoidable that, had he relied upon 
his command of vocal inflection and facial ex- 
pression alone, had dispensed with properties 
and made more economical employment of ges- 
ture, it would have been a finer, if less popu- 
lar, piece of art.

No apparatus is used for this trick, which 
is a very effective one for an impromptu ex- 
hibition. 

A dime is first handed to the spectator? to 
be marked by them for later identification. 
After it has been returned to the performer 
he takes it between the finger tips of his left 
hand and proceeds to rub the coin back and 
forth on the coat sleeve of his right arm near 
the elbow, as shown in the illustration. He 
explains that By so doing the small particles or 
atoms composing the coin become separated 
and enter his blood. 

After a few such movements he drops the 
coin on the table or floor (apparently by acci- 
dent), and picking it up with his right hand, 
makes a move as if to transfer it to his left 
hand.
